WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 - V i e w e d on 
paper, from a military point of view, Wash- 
j ington today would seem to be an amply 
protected city, even during these times of 
cold war tension. 
But. since mere paper protection never 
I gave pause to a potential enemy, it might 
be well to look deeper into the situation. 
Four different armed service outfits of 
; considerable strength and ability have a 
hand in guarding the nation’s capital. They 
are: 
Headquarters, Military District of Wash­ 
ington; 
Second Army; 
First Air Force; 
Potomac River Naval Command. 
The first and last units mentioned cover 
the same territory, which reaches s o rn e- 
what out into Virginia and Maryland. 
The other two spread haphazardly over 
several states, with differing boundaries, 
and covering areas which have been out­ 
lined with an eye towards unit expediency 
rather than overall liaison or unified action. 
Headquarters are scattered, although all 
commands overlap in the vicinity around 
the capital. That’s the general setup. 
In time of emergency, the military dis­ 
trict of Washington (MDW) headquarters 
would be in command. Technically a n d 
practically, it is responsible for the p r o ­ 
tection of the capital. 
Bossed by battle-tested, hard-hitting, up- 
from-the-ranks Major General Hobart R. 
Gay, the MDW boys take their responsibil­ 
ity seriously. You only have to be around 
them a little while to realize that they’re 
sharply aware of the dangers to Washing­ 
ton should the cold war get hot. 
But. apart from a surprising shortage of 
funds allotted their organization (in view 
of the critical nature of their assignment), 
they face a frightening number of handi­ 
caps in attempting adequately to protect 
the nation’s capital against a sneak enemy 
attack. 
They face problems of divided authority. 
For example, they are well aware that the 
air over and around Washington should be 
policed to a fare-vou-well for full safety. In 
these days of the atom bomb, it could be 
little short of suicidal to permit unauthoriz­ 
ed civilian planes to continue b r e a k i n g 
Civil Aeronautics Administration regula­ 
tions over the Capital City almost daily. 
It literally leaves the nation’s civilian 
and military administrative h e a r t com­ 
pletely vulnerable. 
Yet they dare not attempt to chide the 
CAA or take action themselves. Lack i n g 
the authority, they would bring down the 


I wrath of countless congressmen. 
Also, within their own armed ser v i c e 
family, they face problems of inadequate 
liaison and lack of unity. Pursuing t h e 
aforementioned situation f a r t h e r , even 
should they be assigned air-police duties 
over the district, they would have to de­ 
pend upon the First Air Force to provide it. 
As matters now stand, the MDW c o m- 
mand does not directly contact the First 
Air Force on operational matters at all. A 
liaison of sorts is maintained through the 
headquarters of the Second Army—in Bal­ 
timore. 
Anyone familiar with how that type of 
liaison operates, even under the com b a t 
exigencies of actual warfare, has an idea

Experiences Of Her Childhood In This City

by a Circles ille native, 
Mrs. 
H caltha Yieth Abernethy. Now 
a resident of Columbus, Mrs. 
Abernethy spent many 
years 
of court reporting in 
P i c k ­ 
away County where 
she 
re­ 
ceived h r first such position 
working for the late J u d g e 
I. V Abernethy whom she lat­ 
er married. Her remarkable 
ability—remarkable for a per­ 
son TR years young—is shown 
by her ready wit, charm i n g 
touch and vivacious personal­ 
ity. 


Whenever my thoughts w a n ­ 
der back to my home and my j 
childhood, I am apt to find them 
most heavily co n cen trated on 
the experience of Christmas. J 
Christmas with us wasn't just a 
holiday, not even just a h-olyj 
day, It was, as I said, an exper- } 
lence. and the hero of the family 
festival was my father. It was j 
the advent of us children t h a t 
set him off, for until my elder 
sister arrived, C ircleville had 
never seen a Christmas t r e e . 
But on the occasion of her first 
Christmas he sent to Virginia for 
a real spruce cedar, summoned 
up the memories of the tradi­ 
tional “Weihnachtsbaum” as he 
had known it as a child in the 
land of his birth, and produced 
for his little daughter—-and fbr 
Circleville—their first C h r i s t ­ 
mas tree. 
Ornaments could not be pur­ 
chased, so he proceeded to make 
them. Large walnuts were cov­ 
ered with gold and silver paper, 
and reflectors for the cand I e s 
were cut from tin.

tory progress, Seward H. Mott, 
director of the Urban Land

stitute, says in an editorial

Urban Land Institute. 
“ In recent months

groups have stated that urban 
development is a 
f a i l u r e . 
When sou consider, however, 
that urban redevelopment is a 
new concept of huge pro p o r- 
tlons, and that it has ber n only 
within the past two or 
three 
sears that is has had the op­ 
portunity to function, progress 
has certainly made,” 
M o t t 
writes, 
This cont fusion is based on a 
current survey of the status of 
urban redevelopment program* 
in American cities of 200,000 and 
over, the results of which 
a p ­ 
pear in the same issue. 
The survey shows Indianapolis 
is out in front with a five- m a n 
commission appointed in 
1945. 
The city now has a c q u i r e d a 
large portion of its first project 
and is perfecting plans for i t s 
second project.

ious threat to output of m e a t , 
milk and other animal products. 
One symptom of the disease is 
a marked thickening of the skin. 
So far, efforts to transm it it and 
to treat it with drugs have been 
unsuccessful. 
Agriculture departm ent scien­ 
tists are cooperating with spe­ 
cialists of several southeastern 
states in an intensive study of 
the disease. 


Poor Drainage 


May Be Caused 


By Legume Lack 


If your once well-drained soil 
is clogged up, don’t put all the 
blame on your drain tile s y s ­ 
tem. The poor drainage may be 
due to damaged soil s t r u c t u r e 
and loss of organic m atter caus­ 
ed by overcropping. 
Too many grain crops y e a r 
after year and too few deep-root­ 
ed legumes in the rotation have 


loose granules. Circulation of air 
and moisture is cut off. Water 
ponds on the surface instead of 
soaking in. Roots arc up against 
a “concrete floor” that s t o p s 
them from stretching out f o r 
needed nutrients. Crop y i e l d s 
are low. 
For unclogging poorly drained 
soils, deep-rooted legumes such 
as alfalfa and sweet clover are 
particularly important. The tap­ 
roots open up tightly-packed soil 
and let water soak in f a s t e r . 
When well fed with phosphate 


I and potash the roots put mineral 
! lzcd organic m atter deep i n t o 
the subsoil. 
The organic m atter added by 
i roots and tops of legumes, m an­ 
ure and crop residues contains 
compounds that stick soil p a r ­ 
ticles together in clusters. That 
makes good tilth and a l o o s e , 
well-drained soil. 
The organic m atter helps the 
soil hold more water l o n g e r . 
Roots find ii easy to get at mois­ 
ture and plant nutrients. C r o p 
yields increase.

Silo Protection 
j Needed For Grain 
Silos will help to assure good 
use of this year’s bumper crop 
! of corn-stalks. To prevent waste 
of the cisiled crop, however, the 
silo must bf in good condition. 
Thorough cleaning is the first 
step, entailing cleaning out the 
pit and scraping old silage off 
walls. Walls should he examin­ 
ed for air leaks, using melted 
paraffin to fill small cracks in 
m ortar joints or between s i l o 
stave*.

Celebrations 


There w as a tim e when Christ­ 
m as went underground. 
People 
who advocated C hristm as w ere 
in danger of a rre s t and im pri­ 
sonm ent and it looked as though 
C hristm as w as on its w ay out. 
It all happened around 1644 
when *he Puritans In England 
forbade any m errim ent or reli­ 
gious services, by aet of parli­ 
ament, on the ground that it 
was a heathen festival.

Chef Who Makes Yule Puddings 
Bv Ton, Reveals His Secrel 


Housewives work out their re­ 
cipes for C hristm as pudding in 
term s of pounds, but Fred Con­ 
way, chef instructor f o r 
t h e 
G rand Trunk W estern—Canadian 
National Railways, has t h e an­ 
nual task of preparing three tons 
— or 29.OOO servings — of the 
traditional Yuletide dessert. 
Working in a railw ay car with 
two assistants he produces this 
three-ton pudding e n t i r e l y by 
hand in about two weeks. 
With a wooden spoon. Conway 
mixes the ingredients in a huge 
chrome-plated bowl and m e a ­ 
sures out the pudding into 11 2 
pound containers. Three hours 
later they are cooled, sealed and 
m ade ready for distribution 
t o 
various points along the 23,500- 
nulc railway system . 
The special recipe calls for 675 
pounds of sugar, 600 pounds of 
suet, 1,200 pounds of raisins, 600 
pounds of currants, 600 pounds, 
of mixed peel, 600 p o u n d s of 
bread crumbs, 
300 pounds of 
flour, 600 pounds of dates, 
3 0 0 
pounds of prunes, 300 pounds of 
carrots, 125 pounds of assorted 
spices, 78 dozen lemons and 300 
dozen eggs. 
Scaled down to proportions suit­ 


ed to the av erag e family, C o n ­ 
w ay ’s receipe for a five-po u n d 
pudding follows: 
Half lb. Sugar, brown.

Method of P rep aration : 
Thoroughly w ash all fruits ex­ 
cept mixed peel.

Community Nests 
Net Top Prices 
For Clean Eggs 


Taking cognizance of the pre­ 
m ium prices paid for clean eggs 
on the m arket, poultrym en with 
large laying flocks are giving in­ 
creased attention to installation 
of com m unity nests. 
Dirty eggs brought 15 cents 
less a dozen that clean eggs 
when sold through Ohio coop­ 
erative eggs auctions in June, 
D. D. Moyer, specialist in poul­ 
try husbandry at Ohio S t a t e 
university, points out, adding 
that the owner of a large lay­ 
ing flock either has to take a 
cut in price, spend almost as 
much time cleaning eggs as in 
all other care of the l a y i n g 
flock or change the p o u ltr y 
house equipment to reduce the 
number of dirty eggs gathered. 
Insta l l a t j o n of com m unity 
nests in place of the sm all box 
type will decrease the num b er of 
dirty eggs by 50 per cent, Moyer 
claims. They are easier to clean 
and can be kept free from para-j 
sites m ore easily then the ordi­ 
nary little cubicles. Original con­ 
struction cost also is consider­ 
ably less than that of an equal 
am ount of nesting space of the 
old type inasm uch as less labor 
and m aterial arc required. 
The com m unity nest r c c o rn-1 
mended by the Ohio station is 8 
feet long. 2 feet wide, 14 inches 
high in front and 30 inches high; 
in back. The space is divided i n 1 
the center so there are 2 4-foot 
c om partm en ts in the nest, pro­ 
viding facilities for 80 to IOO lay­ 
ing hens 
The front half of the 
nest cover is hinged so it can be 


lifted for gathering eggs. 
T h e 
bottom of the nest can be hinged 
so it will swing down to dum p 
the nest litter. Hens enter 
the 
front of the nest through open­ 
ings 8 inches square in the cen­ 
ter of each com partm ent.
